At least 225 political executions 
have been carried out since Feb- 
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ruaiy’s revolution and 19 people 
have so far been put to death for 
sexual crimes. 

The wave of execoaons in Iran 
have provoked an international 
outcry that has been bitterly 
resented by public opinion in this 
country. 

There were anti-American 
demonstrations throughout Tran 
last week in protest at the recent 
U.S. Senate condemnation oi the 
Iranian exeentioDS. 

Meanwhile, Muslim militan ts 
burned piles of books in the streets 
after ransa^ing left-wing book- 
shops in the western dty of Khor- 
ramabad, eyewitnesses said Snn- 
day. 

They said about 500 people, 
shonting “Islam is victorious. 
Communism is destroyed," 
stormed at least five bookslK^ in 
the town Saturday. 

Hie crowd piled books into 
heaps on the street and set them 
on fire. Bookshop owners did not 
inteivene. 

The Khoiramabad attacks fol- 
lowed a speedn last week by Kho- 
mmni in whirii he called on his 
Muslim supporters to ^ht more

“Ofl prices should be left to 
market factors. Positive or nega- 
tive intervention would not pro- 
duce real prices and the current 
prices are not real,'' he said. 

He warned fiiat OFEC wonid 
conader oounter-measures if it 
was ascertained tiiat major oil 
companies were making pro- 
fits at the expense of the producers 
and consnmeis. 

“OPEC aims for a constructive 
Hiaingiig for just ofl prices; since 
we are part of the international 
community and we cannot remain 
aloof from it,'* Oteiba said. 

“Threats from the industrial- 
ized countries are not acceptable; 
they would not solve the energy 
prcfolem,” he smd. 

Oteiba' s tour appeared signific- 
ant becanse it could produce a 
joint Gulf stand against radical 
OPEC countries whidi might 
press for very high ofl prices at die 
forthcoming OFEC conference. 


BEERSHEBA, May 27 (Agencies) — Egypl^ Freadent 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister Menafaem Begin conducted 
a flying summit Sunday with stops in El Arish and Beersheba and 
dedared a new open border policy. 

With U:S. Secretary of State Qrrus Vance, die two leaders then 
boarded Sadaf s jet to ffy over Caho and Tel Aviv and symbolically 
open a new air route between Tel Aviv and Caizo. 

The festivities had a sharp overtone. Sadat reminded Begin that 
“concepts of security based on territorial eaqiansion and die (fenial of 
national r^htf ' were dead as the two countries headed into year^ 
long talks on Palestinian self-rule in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Stifo. 

After meeting Sadat in the Sinai desert town of El Aiirii, Begin 
said agreement in prindpie had been reached on opening the fitter 
and announced be would meet Sadat again in Aterandna in the first 
week of July. 

Begin did not say exactly what the c^en border policy would 
mean but said the Egyptian and Israeli forogu ministeis would meet 
next week to work out details. 

“iPeace and good nefebborliness are estaUished, with opra bor- 
ders m be peao^iUy crossed in both, diiections 1^ our eitizeas,” 
Begfo declared at Beersbeba’s Beo-Guzion Univeirify. 

Addresring students and guests at the univeTsity &idat said that 
Jews and Arabs had taken the first giant step towards comprehensive 
peace in the Middle East. 

He said the dialleoge now was not me of restoring a pomt here 
or there. “It is how to bufld a viable structure for peace, for our 
generations and the generations to come.” 

It was the Egyptian leader’s first visit to Israel since his trfo to 
Jernsalem in November, 1 977, when be lannched Us peace initiative. 

Sadat said that the FTcqfeet Muhammad enjohied Muslims to 
welcome the Jews who lived among them. 

“This qiirit of amity and fiiendsh^ proved to be a profound 
lasting one,” be said. 

“It is the reqxmabflhy of those among us vriio are endowed with, 
vision to revive sodi sgisit today. Hie chaflenge before us is not one 
of restoring a point here or there. It is how to build a viable structure 
for peace, for our generation and the generations to come. 

“Fanaticism and self-ii^teoiisaess are no answer to the com- 
plex problems oi today. The answer is toterance, compassion and 
magnanimity,** the president said. 

“We win be jiu^ed not from the hard positions we took, but 
from the wounds we healed, the souls we saved, and the suffering we 
etiminated. 

*’ We have taken the first step towards a corniuefaensive peace in 
the Middle East. It was a giant step measured by the accumnlated 
obstades and psydiological barriers whidi existed in the pasL 
“ Yet it remains to be followed and comfrieted. Hns is an urgent 

task wfaidi requires an die goodwiH and cooperation we can muster,* '

JEDDAH, May 27 — In the fiscal year that ended Frid^, Sanefi 
A rabia ^nt more than SR91.3 billion on projects related to the 
cnriCTt five-year development plan, a 35 per cent increase over the 
previous fist^ year, an analysis of budget statistics shows. 

Projem exp^tores during FY1399(Jnne 1978— May 1979) 
were die highest in the nine-year history of the Kingdom's develcm- 
ment planning. The total amount spent so far on jmjecti under the 
curerat five-year {flan amounts to SR 257.1 bflBon, according to 
Ministiy of Finance and National Economy FY 1399 statistics and 
those for prevknis yeais of the fflan supplied by the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMA). 

Project s{iendi^ b considered the most “productive’* eategoiy 
of the annual budget. Projects are conadered one-time ejqienditmes 
rather than recurring ones, and would inchide most of the pbyrical 
phmt (e.g., desaimation {^ts, telecommunications network, fac- 
tories and weiqwns fystems) acquired by the government during tiie 
course of the fitiaiwiai year. 

In the original draft of the 1395-1400 development plan, total 
project expenditures were expected to reach SR 331.6 bHlikin, or 75 
per cent development costs and 67 per cent of overall financial 
requirements. Last year's project expenditures amounted to 62 per 
cent of the overall qiending total of SR 147.4 billion, according to 
SPA. 

In FY 1399, Saudi Arabia received SR 132.871 billka in 
revenues, lequiimg withdrawal from state reserves of SR 14.529 
biOioD to cover the budget defidt Income was SR 2.871 billion 
higher than had been estimated, but both project e^ienditnres and 
recurring etqienditures exceeded tqipropriations. 

The SR 130 billion budget decreed on June 5, 1978 called for 


project api»o(riatk>ns oi SR 83.1 billion. The gap, according to 
figura derived from the Miaistiy of Hnance's summary of the 1399 
fiaanda] year, was SR 835 billion. 

Recmring eaqienditnre — which covers a wide variety of gov- 
ernment activities, rangjog from government salaries, aflowanoes 
and siqylies to foreign aid — accounted fiv 38 |>er cent of last year's 
sfiendh^ or SR 56 bflKon.

£6,000 ( $ 12,000) worth of estate 
in Britain, Press Assodatkm, toe 
domestic news agency, reported 
Saturday. 

llie agency said settlement of 
the'^estate was disdbsed — 33 
years after toe convicted Nazi war 
criminal committed suicide in a 
death cell at jNuremberg — in a. 
routine list pitolished toe Prob- 
ate R^jstry. 

The reg^stxy gave no fhrtoer 
details and it was not known 
whether toe sum listed money, 
securities or other propei^, toe 
agency said. 


According to the list, probate 
was granted to a London attorney, 
Rudolf Giaiqmer, who told Press 
A ssocia t ion he acted for “some- 
one in Germany,” but refused to 
comment fur^r the agency 
reported. 

Goexing, a diief aide of Adolf 
(fitter and bead of toe Luftwaffe 
during Wixld War II pofeoned 
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himself bonis before he was due to 
be executed in 1946. He was con- 
demned to deato at toe Nurem- 
berg trials. 

There was no indication how 
Goexing, most of whose personal 
or looted fortune was confiscated 
by the denazification court in 
Gennany after World War n, 
acquired toe reported estate in 
Britain. 

The Foreign Office had no 
comment Saturday and offered no 
expianfl tinfi any British assets 
belonging to Goeiing were not 
seized under toe Enemy AOiens 
Act at the ontoreak of toe war. 

The act provided for the 
internment of German nationals 
in Britain and its colonies and the 
seizure of their assets. 

Gocring was dubbed in the Brit- 
ish press after the war as “Nazi 
vandal-in-chief.’' He ordered 
thousands of dollars worto of 
pR^T^, ranging from art treas- 
ures to cases of wine, stolen fiom 
Itafy, France ;utd Holland during 
the ^rman occiqiation.

.A permanent secretariat is to be formed for these once 
informal meetings of French-speaking oonatiies that began in 
1974 and which the president used two years agp to nu^ his 
open-ended offer to aid any black leaders threatened from 
outside. 

MjU^ operations in Zaire, Chad, Mauritania, and the 
stationmg of 12,000 Ranch troc^ in Africa to contain the 
Soviet iofluenoe appear to have quietened questions on 
Ftencfa long-term aims, even from progressive states. 

Some of Giscai^s status comes from his dtamnansta^ of

Some of 
rained s ddsest allies, like Sraegal, wanted France not only to 
become Africa’s ^kesman in tiie EEC but develtm a new 
worldwide I^endi-q>eaking pbliticial ocunmonwealtfi. 

Some observers have over-smqdified Fiancees plans for 
Africa as an attempt to impose a sdieme dominated by Euro- 
pean tachDology\ and Arab money uring African labor.

West Germany’s 
new president

BONN — 

Karl Carstens, the conservative-minded 64-year-old 
qieaker of the Bundestag, or Lower House of Parliament, was 
elected president of West Germany last week. 

More than 1,000 left-wing demonstratois, many of them 
young people drksed in Na 2 a SS uniforms, protested Cais- 
ten^ election. 11^ cani^ banners reading: “No to Carstens, 
no at any lehabilitaiion of Naas.'* The reference was to Cars- ' 
ten^ membersh^ in the Na 2 s ]^ir^ during his youth. 
Carstens, a member of the opposition Chxistian X)emoo- 

latic Union, won an absolute majority of 528 votes in the 
1,036-membex electoral college convened on the 30fh 
anniversary of the foundhigofWest Germai^ for the purpose 
of choosing a new bead of state. 

Carsten^ only. o[^>onent, Annemazie Reng^, 59, the 
last-minute choice of the luUng Social Democratic PWy, 
received 431 votes. 

Ihe Soda! Democrat^ junior partner in tiie government 
coalition, the 'Fie& Democratic I^rty, abstained from^voting. 
it bad changed its mind about caxring its 66 votes in the 
electoral ooSege for ou^ping Preadent Walter Scheel as a 
^bollc gesture. 

Sdieel had refused to seek a second five-year te rm 
because of the virtual certainty of Carstens’ victory. 

The ChristiaiL Democrats and tbeir Bavarian a&y, the 
Christian Social Union, had an absolute majority of 26 votes 
in the electoral college, all of them {dedged to support Cars- 
tens for the largely ceremonial, but prestigious post. Hie 
electoral college is composed of all 518 members of the Bun- 
destag, and an equal number of representatives of the coun- 
try’s 10 states and West Beilin^ 

Carsteruf victory marks the time tiiat the chief of state is 
from a parQr not represented in the ruling goveznment Hus 
could create problems for tTianceHrw HeTnmt idtirft 

Carstens, though he will be unable to initiate poli^, is entitled 
to have a representative at cabfoet meetings. 

Unis, according to observers, tiie govemmenfs par- 
liamentary oppositioa win, in effect, have a “spy” attendii^ 
cabinet delfoezatioDS. 

Carstens, a longtime civil servant and law professor, was 
repeatedly attacked by left-wing critics after nommation 
for the post because of his Nazi background and his involve- 
ment in a 1974 court case involving illegal anns sales by West 
German/ s intelKgenoe service. He was aoensed by a political 
opponent of hav^ had knowledge of the sales while serving 
in the defense ministiy. Carstens denied knowing about tiie 
sales, but documents later made public indicated he barf 
knorm of them. 

Carstens is cast m a far different image than that of 
Scheel, his highly popular predecessor, whose wnUingj open 
manner made peo^ from all walks of life feel at ease in his 
presence. To millions of Germans at home and milTinna of 
others around the world, Scheel, a former leader of the Free 
Democratic Party, was known as “Mr. Germany.” He has 
done mudb to alteriate tiie fears and snq»dons that cHng to 
Germany over its Nazi past 

Careens became West Germany’s fifth president with 
the knovriedge that Scheel probabty w^d have defeated him 
decisively if the president had be<m chosen by popular vote. 
SdieeT s refusal to stand for re-election in view o£ the oppose 
tion majoii^ in the electoral college has triggered demands 
that the present be diosmi by popular vote. 

Unlike Scheel, Carstens bias no time for small talk. He 
appears to be always in a hurry, an early riser determined to 
make the best use of every hour. 

He j^Joudy guards his private life and entertainment for 
him often consists of a quiet evening at home reading poetry 
or listening to his wife, Veronica, a i^rysician, play the violm. 
They have no children. 

Chistens has a lepotetion as a strict and efficient adminis- 
trator. Yet he has shown flexibility in meeting the diaUenges 
of the posts he has held. 

As leader tiie Christian Democrats’ pariiamentary fac- 
tion from 1972 to 1976, Carstens was an aggressive political 
partisan, continually on the attack against tiie cotdition’s 
policies. 

He zeroed in tm the Social Democrats “oste>ofitilf’ — 
accommodation with the Soviet bloc — as surrender to Com- 
munist intmudation and blac kmail. He attacked tlie left for 
whathe considered itsoono s ive mfluence on German society. 

. Sdimidt once described Carstens during tiie heat of a 
state election campaign as an “aichoonservative on the 
extreme right-wing frii^ of the West German political qiec- 
trum.” 

Yet a^r the 1976 general election, Carstens was over- 
whelmingly elected — coalition support — as Bundestag 
presideat. in tins post he has shown hmseif, according to 
observers, as an effective speaker who, as the post demands, 
bad set aside partismi politics. As president he will also be 
requfred to avoid politica l bias. 

Acconfing to various sources, Carriens joined the 

Party in 1933-nnder the pressure of die police state ooofonnity 

ftuit HhleEtmd imposed on Germany, his amlntion to pursue a 
legal ^nd the financial benefits that party membeish^ 
provided. 

After World War II, Carstens was deared by a denazifi- 
cation trihnnai which coiujxtended him for his opposition to 
Harism. 

Carstens was born in Bremen on Dec. 14, 1914, riiortly 

after his tether, ateachex, was killed in action in World War I. 
His education a year at Yale Univecsity. (LAT) 



Joe Clark — Canada’ s unknown quaQtity

OTTAWA — 

Those CanaHians who ouce derided Joe Qark as “Joe 
Who?” have to look on him now as Joseph dark, 16th prme 
minister of but they still probably know veiy littie 

about him. 

During bis two-month campaign for office, Clark tried to 
maiTip a vhtne of his Ir cV of charisma, pleading that he would 
lead by Ugtanmg Ratiiei than offer himself be offered voters 
a Plrogressive Conservative Party team t^t would end 11 
years of role Prime Mmtst er Pierre Elliott Trudeau and his 

liberal Ftety. 

narir also tried hard to avetid attempts to him down on 
the details olf his program, which, gene^ as it was, seemed to 
rfianga iq part from time to time. As a result, it is difficiilt for 
CanadSans to be sore just where he stands now and what his 
leadeirii^ will be Hke. 

But may surprise r^adians, as i» has done before. 
Geoffrey Stevens, tiK political columnist of the “Torouto 
Globe and Mail,” descried him leoently as “ the man whom 
everyone underestimates.” His air of bemg rather ordinaiy 
and his awkwardness obviously hide an astute politician whh 
-extraordinaiy organizational skills. 

Ifis campa%n strategy worked. Vlfith enormous victories in 
the west and in Ontario, he led his Progresrive Conservatives 
to 136 seats, sk short of a majority of the 282-seat House of 
p>mmons. And be did so vritii not much more than a third of 
the natkmal popular vote. 

^tortiy b^ore the election campaign, dark was asked 
'whether tfaie Liberals were unfair in portraying him as a 
regionalist rather than a national le 2 ^er. “Yeah,” Oark 
replied, “but you don’t conqilain about faimess in politics .... 
The test I have to tqiply is whether it wQl woik. I don’t think it 
yriSl work.” 

There are times when dark becomes confused under pres- 
sure, and be does not exactly what he means. It is doubtful 

that he really believes that it does not matter whether some- 
thing e fair in politics so long as it works. During the cam- 
paign, for example, he was scnqmlous in halting any attempt 
by his supporters to exploit the sensational memoirs of itis 
opponenf s estrani^ v^, Margaret 
. Yet Oari^s remark did reveal one inqxutant side of his 
campaign. The Progressive Conservative leader was on an 
incessant search for issues that would work whether he 
believed strong in tiiem or not. Once embraced, tiiese issues 
could be discarded as soon as he discovered tiiat they did not 
work, j 

On the'vi^ issues of Quebec separatism, Oark began as a 
conciliator, ready to sit down with Premier Rene Levesque to 
n^itiate the furore. “Federalism is oonversatioo, federalism 
is negotiation,” Oark said m a television interview in January. 
But, when he realized that this did not work, that h cost him 

t hi Fn glkh Panarfa a t irf faila d to shake the Liberal hnld 
on Frendi Canada, dark hardened fab stand. By the end of 
the election caiiqiaiga he had become the most hawkish leader 
on die subject, unvffiing to allow Quebec independence even, 
if its people voted tiiat way overwhelmingly in a clearly stated 
referendum. “The province of Quebec cannot vote its way out 
of Canada,” he said. 

Deqate these contradictions, there are some obvious 
attitudes that Chuk would briog to the Quebec pro^m. In fab 
dealings witii Levesque, he would represent Rnglbh Canada 
in a way tlmt Trudeau never could, ifo probritiy would carry 
with him some of the prejudices of Englbh Cancans as well, 
but he would be atyincal in at least one imp ortant respect He 
b one of the few English f^nadiarp politicians to team French.

Yet it b easier to be critical of central power triien ypa do 
not have that power. Once in power in Ottawa, Qaikin^ find •

There b one Gaik piombe timt caused no oonfhskm dnxmg 
the campaignj hb promise to effect a mortgage dedoctibiBty 
plan that would allow a honteowner to deduct from income 
taxes up to $ 5,000 in meuteage interest and $ 1,000 in pcap?

privatenivestiOis.Thbpioposalbsostion^yopposedbyb^ * 
tile Libeiab and the Socialist New Dmitocxats that Oaik 
would risk the fall of fab government if he tried to push it 
through. 

dark, the son of a weekly newqiqierpuhlisher, was bom in 
Ifi^Ri^, Albe^ on June 5, 1939. Altbough he dabbled in 
joumalbin, politics attracted him eariy, and he has done 
almost nothi^ else seriously, A graduate of the Uiiiveisity of 
Alberta, he became a Progressive Conservative youth leader 
and then an aide to Robert Stanfidd, fab predecessor as leader 
of tfae party. He was first elected to paffiament in 1972 and 
surprised Canada and hb own party three years later by win- 
ning the leadership in a dose tattie at tiie party convention, 
dark won by trying to offend no one and to become tiie 
second choice of everyone. He finished forth on the first 
ballot, but won three ballots later Ity courting delegates who 
had seen tiieir own fevoiites fall far behind. 

dark faad-to overcome some pezsond dbadvantages during 
the campaiffli. He just does not look 1^ a leader. & has the 
awkatd gab of a poorly coordroated teenager, tfae irind foe 
team c^itam always puts in right field in hopes that no ball will 
be hit out there.

After the jury reached its dra- 
sLon, Lewingdon's attorney, 
James 'K u^ read a statement 
from his dient asking for permis- 


sion to be injected with sodium 
p e nathoL.) an anesthetic some- 
times known as “ truth serum ” 
that is fatal if talten in large doses. 

" I ask that yon allow to teke 

my life with 300 cds of sodhim 
penathol, ” said Lewingdonls 
statement read to Franklin 
Coun^ Judge George MazshalL 
" Justice has not in feet been done 
by the jury. A greater agony and 
punishment would be years in 
prison.'* 

After Marsht^l sentenced 
Lewingdea to life sentences, 
he ovonruled Lewingdon's request 
to taky his own life.

NAIROBI, l^y 27 (AP) — 
Uganda? s piovirional government 
p lans to prosecute more than 

1.000 offioals of the deposed Idi 
Amin regime on charges of mur- 
der and otiier violations of human 
rights, it was reported Sunday. 

The "Naiioln Times,'* quoting 
an nmHenrifi^ U^nda cabinet 
source, said police in the 
African country were assembling 
prosecution jSte against the offi- 
cials and will turn them over to the 
justice ministry in coming months. 

The alleged crimes reportedly 
cover the spectrum of human 
rights violations, the source said. 
Names those facing prosecution 
were oot revealed. 

International human r^ts 
organizations estimate between 

50.000 to 300,000 Ugandans 
were killed during Amin’s ei^t 
year rule. 

Survivors of Amin's prisons 
have described assembly line-type 
ffxftnitions and widespread tor- 
ture. 

ApoUo Lawoko, the new gov- 

enunenfs director of radio and 
televirion services who had been 
{aisoner for seven months in 
1977, said earlier this month that 
between 50 to 200 Acholi and 
Langj tribttmen were murdered 
daily by Amin's hendunen. 

Lawoko, who htri escaped from 
U^nda and lived in exile for two 
years, said the {uisoneis were Idl- 
ied when draped along a stair- 


case, lined with club and crowbar 
wielding executioners, and beaten 
to dftarii 

On .several occasions, he said, 
Amin personally took part in the 
kfllmgs 

Kassimpmusa Obnxa, Amin's 
former commissioaer for police, 
became the first old r^ime official 
brought before a court by the new 
government last week. He was 
charged .with murder and 
remanded in custody until his next 
court afpeaiance June 7. 

The Uganda cabinet source 
quoted Sunday refused to disclose 
whether among those slated for 
prosecution . were 12 former 
Ugandan officials being detained 
m Kenya, including “Major Bob” 
Astles, Amin’s British-bom aide. 

Reports from Uganda last 
week, however, said the provi- 
sional government of Pierident 

Yusufu Lole planned to start 
extraditiOD proceedings against 
Asfies later this week. 

Meanwhile, Ugandan Informa- 


tion Minister Ateker Ejalu denied 
allegations that Muslims in 
Uganda were being ill-treated by 
the new government, local press 
reports said. Sudanese President 
Gsofer Mohammed Numeiri had 
said eariier that “to be a Muslim in 
Uganda now is a crime.'* And 
Uganda army Col. Tito Okelio has 
warned Ugandans living in parts 
of northern Uganda to refrain 
from massacres of Kakwa, Madi 
and Lugbara tribesmen. The 
tribesmen were si q ipo r ters of 
Amin.
